The 8 tuatlon in France,
By the Anplo-Awnerican Cable,

LoNnoxN, Sept. 28 —The Times of to-day has
an editorial on the present situntion of affairs in
France. It say= if the Emperor I8 now reco-
vered, his corduet cannot ensily be accounted
for. The new Constitution may be regarded as
already virtually in vigor. The grantiug of am-
nesty, the tolersnce extended to the press; and
every cireumstance contributes to foster the
conviction that a new era has dnwned; yet the
Emperor remains inactive, asif be considered
c\‘ur}'thlnﬁ done,

Meanwhile public opinion demandsthe cous
vocation of the Legislative Body, and the uneasi-
ness at delay causes some membors to contems=
plate meceting on thelr own premises next
month, with the view of deliberating without
the consent of the Bxceutive, Noone, however,
expecets a resort to such extremes.  The legality
of the Emperor’s conduct in allowing six months
to elapse between the demolition snd reconyo-
eation of the chambers, depends on a technical
quibble. Although the Legislative Body sepa-
ruted before it was constituted, still it had given
formal signs of Its existence by several declsions.

The London &apors announce the recent death at
Blackheath of Lieutenant-General Thompson, at one
time one of the moest prominent of public charactera
in England, He wos bornat Hull in 1789, and waa
cducated at the grammar gchool there, oonducted by
Joseph Milner,  In 1795 he entered Queen's College,
Cambridge, and arter tuking his bachalor degree
entered the navy as a midshipman, serving for four
years, when he entered the army ns a Heutepant in
the Rine Corps, He saw a good deal of active sere
vice, and finally attained the rank of leatenant-ools
onel, On his return to England he entered inta
political life, becoming conspicuond for his conneg-
tlon with the free trude movement, anid especially

for his support of the Anti-Corn Law League. He
was first elected to Parllament In 1585 for Hall, and

served at intervals til 1589, “lle was for many years
editor and proprietor of the Westminster Review, HIS
reputation rests privzipally opon his defense of free
trade, of the principies of whiclh he was one of the
enrilest ngsertera,
